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Complying with New Jail Codes | 


May be Expensive for County 


By Jon Thompson 

A plan for a $330,000 addi- 
tion to the county jail was 
presented to the Crawford 
County Board of Com- 
missioners at their regular 
meeting Thursday, August 
27. 
The addition - 12 single 
cells along with an indoor 
exercise room - would bring 
the 11-year-old county jail in- 
to compliance with new state 
jail codes. 

The Board of Commission- 
ers took no formal action 
with the plan. Chairperson 


Cre 
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Jeannette Kitchen said the 
county is just looking 
various ways to bring the jail 
up to date with state regula- 
tions. She said the com- 
missioners have received 
complaints from several at- 
torneys about conditions for 
inmates at the county jail. 
Two major complaints are 
lack of single cells and an in- 
door exercise area, both 
required by new state codes. 
The plan for an addition 
calls for a 12-cell modular 
unit built off the south wall of 
the present jail block toward 


the river. Underneath the 34- 
foot hy 45-foot modular unit 
would be a 33-foot by 45-foot 
exercise room. The modular 
unit would cost about 
$300,000 and the lower level 
exercise room would be 
about $30,000. 

Erwin Hauffe, a broker 
representing R.C.F., a Cali- 
fornia building firm, said 
R.C.F. would finance most of 
the cost of the addition at in- 
terest rate of less than eight 
percent. The county would 
pay about $65,000 down- 
payment, make five annual 


payments of about $60,000, 
and then make a closing pay- 
ment of about $30,000 for a 
total of about $400,000, If the 
county paid cash for the 
modular unit, the total price 
would be about $300,000. 

The exercise room plan 
was presented as a separate 
package by local contractor 
Jack Steward at a price of 
$30,000. 

Hauffe said the new addi- 
tion might bring enough 
money for the county to off- 
set annual payments it 
would make. 


“Tf you could lease out six 
cells to house prisoners from 
other counties or from the 
state, you might make 
$65,000 a year,” Hauffe said. 
“Right now, the state pays 
$30 a day per cell and coun- 
ties pay $25 and that’s expec- 
ted to go up to $30 soon.” 

Sheriff Joe White said the 
demand by nearby counties 
for a place to house inmates 
is high. 

“Just this last week and a 
half we had to turn down six 
requests,’’ he said. 

“And the demand is going 


up ali the time but I’m not 
going to stand here and 
guarantee that we could fill 
up ee cells to pay for the 
jai oe 

White also said the housing 
nearby county inmates 
would be all right but taking 
state prisoners would not be 
wise. 

“Td rather stay away 
from taking any _ state 
prisoners,’’ White said. 

Correction officer Mike 
Johnson said it would not 
take anymore personnel in-

No, 126 Yes. Precinct three 


(Lovells) votes were 148 No, 
25 Yes. 
Proposition If was 


defeated 1,581 No, 966 Yes. 
Precinct one votes were 
1,147 No, 840 Yes; Precinct 
two 20 No, 95 Yes; Precinct 
three 144 No, 31 Yes. 

Proposition TI was 
defeated 1,708 No, 838 Yes. 
Precinct one votes were 
1,252 No, 732 Yes; Precinct 
two 305 No, 83 Yes; Precinct 
three 151 No, 23 Yes. 

As a result of the millage 
defeats, Crawford-AuSable 
Schools will begin the 1981-82 
school year September 9 
with 2d fewer teachers than 
last year.

September 4, 1958 

Two new marathon 
canoe racing champions 
were crowned at Oscoda 
Sunday.

than the last because you 
would be so bored with it at 
the end you wouldn’t be able 
to do good work.” 


Stephan switches from 
paintings to drawings to et- 
chings or burnings, what- 
ever she interested in. From 
the summertime until 
December 25, however, she’s 
usually busy making Christ- 
mas gifts for her family and 
filling orders for customers. 


Her work has appeared in 
local businesses, has been 
sent overseas, and one of her 
projects stands 40 feet above 
motorists along the I-75 
business loop. 


“It took me 20 hours to 
paint the Paul Bunyan figure 
in front of AuSable-Manistee 
Realty,” she said. “I sure 
was glad I painted the top 
half while it was on the 
ground because standing on 
that ladder about 20 feet up 
painting his waist was high 
enough.” 


Stephan does many of her 
paintings on cheese boxes. 
For wood burnings, she 
builds most of her table tops 
or other surfaces. Oc- 
casionally, she’ll even do an 
etching on a fungus. 


“Tf you find one of those 
white fungus growing on the 
side of a tree during the right 
time of year, you can mark 
on it and the marks will turn 
brown when they dry. You 
can make some pretty nice 
things with them.” 


Although Stephan has been 
displaying her work for 
years, she said she was 
never more nervous than 
recently when her niece took 
her to school to show her 
work for Show-and-Tell. 

Cheryl also donated a 
painting to be sold to help 
pay for an art program in the 
Crawford-AuSable Elemen- 
tary Schools. 


“When I was going to 
school, we didn’t have any 
art classes until 7th grade. 
We painted a few things and 
made drawings for special 
days _like Christmas, 
Mother’s Day, Easter, and 
other times, but the time to 
start kids in art is in ele- 
mentary school when they 
are still uninhibited and 
don’t hide their feelings.”

They rise out of the untold 
years’ old duff of the forest 
floor like ghosts. In some 
places they are known as the 
Corpse Plant, Convulsion 
Root and Fits Roots. The 
botantist knows them by the 
Latin name Monotropa uni- 
fora, but in this neck of the 
woods, we call them by the 
common name of Indian 
Pipe. This member of the 
wintergreen family grows in 
clusters and, when fresh, is 
white or occasionally tinged 
with pink but as it reaches 
maturity, the plant turns 
black and finally it becomes 
brown and woody to the 
touch. 

When the flowers first 
emerge from the ground, 
they droop in the form of a 
pipe, hence the name, but 
they later become erect 


growing to six or eight in- 


ches tall. The Indian Pipe 
has no green tissue to use in 
the manufacturing of foog 
for itself. Its entire root 
system iS squeezed into a 
clump of fungus mycelium 


so the roots themselves do@}} | 


not come into contact with 
the soil but gain their 
nourishment from the fungi, 
which in turn get theirs from 
the decaying vegetation they 
are growing in. 

Each year I start looking 
for them in mid-July even 
though they do not normally 
show up until early August. | 
have learned the hard way 
that the earlier they appear $) 
in the shaded, moist duff un. 
der the Virgin Pines, the ear- 
lier the ground becornes 
white with snow. There were 
a few in the Tall Timber late 
in July, so we shall see.

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The Public Service Commission 
(PSC) has adopted a new policy to 
allow consumer groups and others to 
oppose utility companies who ask 
for interim rate increases, 

The plan, however, was opposed 
by Commissioner Edwyna Anderson 
on grounds, she said, that it makes 
it easier for utilities to get interim 
rate hikes. 

The policy was adopted following 
an Ingham County Circuit Court or- 
der that intervenors in interim rate 
cases be permitted to challenge any 
request. 

Previously, the PSC prohibited in- 
tervenors from taking part in in- 
terim rates relief cases. 

The policy will only be in existence 
until a definitive ruling from the 
Court of Appeals is issued, accor- 
ding to chairman Daniel Demlow. 

Anderson, the only Democrat on 
the three-member commission, said 
changes made by the majority in the 
requirements that a utility must 
show before getting interim relief 
means ‘‘participation (by consumer 
groups) may be meaningless if all a 
company is required to show is an 
immediate revenue deficiency to 
justify interim relief.” 

Previously, she said, a utility had 
to show that at least one of four 
things had happened before getting 
an interim rate hike. 

These include difficulty in borrow- 
ing money, a sudden revenue loss, 
the potential for unreasonable and 
harmful revenue loss, or irreparable 
harm. 

Anderson also complained that 
the new rule was “‘arbitrary action 
rapidly pushed through by the 
majority in anticipation of Chair- 
man Demlow’s imminent departure 
from the commission.”’ 

Demlow has resigned from the 
commission, but is staying on until 
a successor is appointed by the 
governor. 

Anderson argued that she did not 
have a chance to discuss the pro- 
posed policy and that whoever 
chairs the commission after Demlow

the matter instead of it being 
decided before he leaves. 


Prison Sentence Review 
To Be Conducted 

A special! committee of judges, at- 
torneys and prison officials will 
begin work in early September to 
develop recommendations for the 
Supreme Court regarding appellate 
court review of sentences handed 
down by trial judges. 

The state’s highest court appoint- 
ed Court of Appeals Judge Daniel 
Walsh to head the 15-member com- 
mittee, which is another phase of the 
court’s sentencing project. 

It has already received recommen- 
dations from another special panel 
regarding guidelines for judges to 
use in determining sentence 
severity. 

Walsh said the main impetus for 
both sentence review and sentence 
guidelines is the disparity of senten- 
cing from court to court and in 
various areas of the state. 

Currently, he said an appellate 
court may order resentencing where 
the punishment is adjudged to be 
“cruel and unusual" as well as in 
some other limited circumstances, 
but he added a sentence review pro- 
cedure could ‘‘make it easier to ad- 
just a sentence that does not mea- 
sure up to the constitutional stan- 
dard of cruel and unusual.”’ 

In appointing the committee, the 
high court said it wants recommen- 
dations on whether the concept 
should be pursued; the form of the 
review procedure; whether’ the 
review of sentences would be done 
by panels of trial judges, appellate 
judges or some other group; whether 
the prosecution, as well as the de- 
fendant, could seek review of a sen- 
tence; whether the reviewing body 
could increase as well as decrease a 
sentence; and what the criteria 
would be for review. 

Walsh said he hoped final recom- 
mendations could be developed 
within six months.
